DR. PERRY'S VIEWS. 


How a VVlllams College Man Regards the 


Gold Question. 


The following letter from Dr. A. L. 


Perry of Williams college, which appeard 
in the Springfield Republican this morn- 
ing, will be interesting to the readers of 
the TRANSCBIPT: 


Tlie Letter. 


I do not believe there has been any ap- 


preciation of gold, as compared with gen- 
eral valuables anywhere during the post 
twenty years; and even if there has been, 
it is a point exceedingly difficult to prove 
or to find any valid evidence for. On the 
other hand, there are two universally ad- 
mitted facts that go to show to the con- 
trary: First the greatly increased annual 
production of gold from new mines, as in 
South Africa and elsewhere, and from re- 
newed and increased activity in old mines 
as in the Rocky mountains and elsewhere; 
and second, the constantly and enor- 
mously increased use of checks and bills 
of exchange and other instruments of 
pure credit in substitution lor the use of 
all 
forms of money, 
including gold. 


As business increases and becomes con- 
centered in village s and cities, instead of 
a relative increase of money of any kind 
to mediate it, ths relative amount of 
money needed is constantly diminished. 
The principle of the clearing house comes 
in more and more. That principle is off. 
set. One debt pays off another deb t, and 
only the sight balances require money. 


Every bank that receives deposits is a 


clearing house in itself. Every knot of 
country banks that 
pay each other's 


checks is a larger clearing bouse. Every 
city of considerable business has a clear* 
ing house proper. The more clearing the 
less cash everywhere. Foreign trade is 
likewise mediated almost wholly by bills 
ofexchange. 


The notion that there is not gold enough 


In the world to serve as a standard for the 
other valuables of the world is either a 
baseless notion or it corresponds more or 
less with the fact. If the lormer, let it be 
dismissed; if the latter, then thefaetcan 
only become known by an obviously in- 
creased demand for gold, which demand 
would set In motion new pickaxes in a 
fortnight all over the earth. Supply waits 
almost instantly on demand. 


Gold is not indeed a perfect measure of 


other valuables, for the simple reason that 
its own value is variable under demand 
and supply, just as theirs is.

HORSES. 


THE LAW FESTIVAL. 


An Attractive Entertainment on 


the Grounds of St. Francis 


Parsonage. 


IT OPENED THOSDAY EVENING. 


A Ring Full of Thoroughbreds, a Feature 


of the Barnum Show. 


One of the greatest circus acts, and an 


entirely new one, which will be seen with 
the Barnum & Bailey Show on the fair 
grounds next Wednesday is a burse per- 
formance, conducted by John O'Brien, 
the famous horse trainer, who has been 
with the show for several years. Last 
summer, just before the show closed its 
season, Mr. O'Brien went to-Mr. Bailey, 
and said: "Mr. Bailey, I have an idea in 
my head for a novel act which I think 
would make a great sensation. I believe 
that I can teach fifty horses to perform in 
a single ring together; to form pyramids, 
and to trot in different directions in con- 
centric rings, giving a kaleidoscopic effect 
with their intricate movements." 


Mr. Bailey tbopght it over a few days 


and then told O'Brien to go ahead. He 
worked in the barn at Bridgeport, Conn., 
for three months, taking the horses singly, 
by twos, by threes, by half dozens, and 
finally by fifties. By spring the whole 
group worked perfectly in the practice 
barn, but everyone was afraid of the re- 
sult when these highbred and nervous 
animals should be brought out for the first 
time in Madison Square Garden, with the 
glare of the lights, the noise of the band, 
and the excitement of the crowds, and 
the distractions of the property men and 
rigging for the acrobats. However, the 
first public exhibition came off without a 
bitch, and so wonderful did it seem to 
see so large a group of horses perfectly 
trained in movements so intricate that 
the eye could not untangle them, that the 
fifty horses became immediately the 
feature of the entire performance. 


When O'Brien's fifty-horse act is to 


come on, he rides into the ring on the 
back of a beautiful white horse, and after 
going through several manege feats, rides 
to a pedestal in the centre of the ring, to 
which a number of concentric platforms, 
forming steps, lead. Four black stallions 
next come in, and, after going through a 
series of graceful evolutions, run up to 
the third platform, and place their fore 
feet on the one above, forming a star. 
Seven light sorrels are then brought in, 
and after them nine bays. They take a 
position similar to .the first four, fore feel 
on the platform above them, forming a 
star of intricate pattern. 
Then twelve 


Kentucky thorougbrcds dash into the 
outer ring, and form compact groups at 
each side, with forefeet on the outer curb. 
Last of all, eighteen Shetland pouies 
mount to the outer curb. 
Then at the- 


word of command "Forward," each ring 
of horses begins to move, every alternate 
one in the opposite ditection. 
At the 


word of command, they halt again, and 
reverse position, and then start forward 
at a rapid gait 
Finally they begin to 


untangle the weaving^pattern, and trot 
from the ring in the reverse order to that 
in which they entered.

Silver Men Are In Control. 


' Chicago, July 3.—The proverbial 
calm before the storm prevails to-day. 
Having accomplished everything possi- 
ble in advance of the arrival of a 
respectable number of silver delegates 
on the ground the democratic bime- 
tallic national committee and those 
co-operating with it are taking a rest 
from their labors so far as meddling or 
conferring are concerned, until this 
evening when another round-up of all 
the white metal supporters then in 
Chicago will be in order. The ranks 
of the 16 to 1 advocates were reinforced 
last night by the arrival of Dr. J. J. 
Mott of North Carolina, chairman of 
the executive committee of the inde- 
pendent or new silver party, formed in 
Washington a y«ar ago. Without con- 
sultation with any of the silver people 
that had preceeded him, he sent out an 
invitation for a conference to-morrow 
night of representatives of every party 
and faction favorable to silver, includ- 
ing populists, silver democrats and 
silver republicans. 
As to what it 


was intended to accomplish by this 
conference Dr. Mott was reticent, but 
the expression of sentiment among 
those that flocked to his quarter dur- 
ing the day indicated preference for 
the nomination next week of such a 
candidate as could be endorsed by tha 
silver and populist conventions at St. 
Ixmis three weeks hence upon a plat- 
form dealing with no other issue than 
that of the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. 
Tha Chalrnuuuhlp. 


Sentiment among the silver men 


crystalized to-day in favor of the se- 
lection of either Gov. Stone of Missouri 
or W. J. Bryan of Nebraska as tempo- 
rary chirman of the convention, with 
Senator Harris of Tennessee and Ma- 
jor Towles, secretary of the bimetallic 
comrmtee, as permanent chairman and 
secretary, 
respectively. 
The story 


was {published that Senator Harris 
had been definitely chosen as perma- 
nent chairman, but at the headquar- 
ters in the Sherman house the fact that 
no meeting had been held was cited as 
proof that this was purely guesswork. 
Through Senator Jones the silver men 
went on record as opposed to the sug- 
gestion made by members of the na- 
tional 
democratic 
committee that 


senator David B. Hill might prove ac- 
ceptable to both factions as temporary 
chairman. 


Bland Boomers tha Moat Aotlva. 


In the absence of material—in the 


shape of delegates with votes—for the 
making of deals or the winning of con- 
verts, the boomers are expending their 
ammunition on the motley crowds that 
invariably invade the hotels on the eve 
of a national convention. 
Much after 


the fashion of the side show men at the 
circus, they take possession of the ro- 
tunda of the hotels and hold forth to 
those inclided to listen concerning the 
merits of their respective candidates. 
At one time last night four distinct 
booms were in process of advocacy on 
the ground floor of the Palmer house 
and the cheers and yells and shouts 
and ironical ejaculations of the listen- 
ers combined to create a din that can 
as well be imagined as described. The 
friends o* Mr. Bland were the most 
active. In addition to their headquar- 
ters at the Palmer and the Auditorium 
annex, they opened up rooms in the 
entries of the Sherman house where a 
committee lay in wait to corral such 
of the arriving delegates as might first 
seek quarters of the silver committee. 


Bole* Man Wot Dlitarbed. 


The friends of ex-Gov. Boies are by 


no means disheartened by the claims 
of the Bland men, and fall back on the 
argument that it is votes rather than 
shouting that make nominees. 
Dele- 


gate Brewster of Creston, one of the 
chiefs of the Boies bureau, and who 
had a talk with Gov. Altgeld just be- 
fore the latter left for Springfield, 
quoted him as declaring that he had 
not spoken a word on the subject of 
presidential possibilities, that he was 
no more friendly to Bland than to 
Boies, and that the time had not yet 
arrived when the Illinois delegation 
could fasten itself to any one can di- 
liate. Out of this the adherents of tha 
Iowa Kaa managed to extract consid- 
erable ivnfort. There was more or 
less talk about the hotels to-day con- 
cerning a ticket made up of the two 
B's—Bland and Boies—but the Iowa 
people frown down any suggestion 
that their candidate would accept 
second pliwe. 


Ho Eastern Man's Name Dlaonssed. 
Vice-President Stevenson and Gov. 


Matthews of Indiana were also talked 
of considerably for the second place oo 
the ticket in the event of the nomina- 
tion for the presidency going to Bland, 
and later ex-Gov. Campbell of Ohi* 
was talked of in the same connection. 
Not a single name of any person hail- 
ing east of the Allegheny was brought 
up, however, and as one of the silver 
people put it, the general opinion 
seemed to be that if there was an 
eastern man of national reputation 
who is favorable to silver he must have 
taken to the woods before allowing his 
convictions to go on record. 


Jealotu or Gold Advocate*. 


Some of the silver men here manifest 


a disposition to resent the announced 
intention of gold advocates who art 
not delegates to the democratic na- 
tional convention to. come to Chicagc 
with the avowed intention of influenc- 
ing the course of proceedings. 
Voice 


was given to this feeling by Senator- 
•loa* Money of Jkssissipni, who laid: 
"It is an unheard-of proceeding for 
m;n like Mr. Whitney and Mr. Eckels, 
who have DO credentials to a national 
convention, to attend it with the in- 
tention of influencing the action of 
delegates on a question of principle. 
It is, of course, usual for the friends of 
candidates to exert their influence 
upon delegates who believe as they do; 
but {or men to come here, as these men 
do, to change the views of delegates 
who arc instructed on a line of policy 
is either a piece of arrogance or a piece 
of folly, just as ^ou choose to regard 


it. T say to them that either one ot 
two constructions la to be put upon 
their conduct; they either propose to 
buy men outright, or they want to 
otherwise influence delegates to break 
with their constituents. Either policy 
will be resented, and I predict that the 
gold advocates who come to the con- 
vention without other excuse than that 
of exerting their influence on duly 
elected delegates will meet with a very 
cool reception. 
The convention will 


be silver from core to cuticle, and the 
gold influence cannot be used ro change 
its character." 


V The Temporary Orjanliatlon. 


Concerning the temporary chairman- 


ship of the convention, Senator Black- 
burn of Kentucky said to-day: "Sena* 
tor Hill of New would undoubtedly 
make a very impartial chairman, but 
he is allied with the gold forces, and it 
wouH be a roundabout way of proce- 
dure for us to turn over to the minori- 
ty of the convention its organization. 
It is not to be supposed that the ma- 
jority are going to jeopardize their 
own work and chances. As for Gov. 
Altgeld, I never understood that he 
was a candidate for temporary chair- 
man. 
Mark this," continued the sena- 


tor, 
"this convention is in control of 


the silver men. That is fact beyond 
any question of doubt. On every ques- 
tion the stand of the majority will be 
to aid their movement. Now, if the 
gold men were in control, they would 
not think of giving us control of the 
temporary organization. That would 
be declared foolish by them, and I 
don't believe that they will expect us 
to do it. 
Anyway, whetherthey do or 


not, we shall not act in that way. A sil- 
ver man will wield the gavel. As to 
who will be chosen I cannot say. I 
have heard no one mentioned with any 
definiteness. There are many candi- 
dates, and I have not committed my- 
self to any of them. Jones of Arkan- 
sas would be a good man." 


McLean's Friend* Confident. 


The friends of John R. McLean of 


Ohio are talking very confidently to- 
day of the showing they will nake 
for him as a presidential candidate in 
the convention. They say he will have 
from the beginning not only the sup- 
port of his own delegation, but also the 
assistance of 
many delegates from 


other states. 
They think that his 


availability will cause him to grow 
upon the convention from the begin- 
ning, and claim for him that his selec- 
tion would make Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois surely democratic at the polls. 


For a One Day Convention. 


Springfield, III., July 3.—Gov. Alt- 


geld said this mor*ing that if the free 
silver leaders have their way, the 
Chicago convention will be in session 
but one day. The silverites intend to 
make a vigorous effort to carry this 
idea into effect, and that is one reason 
why they are so determined to have a 
free-silver man for temporary chair- 
man. 
They want a man who will ex- 


pedite business in a manner tha* will 
meet their approval. The governor 
expects to return to Chicago on Sun-' 
day, and will then remain there until 
after the convention. 


Ag-aiiMt a Bolt at Chicago. 


Boston, July 3.—In an interview 


Hon. George Fred Williams, one of the 
delegates-at-large to 
the 
national 


democratic 
convention, made some 


very interesting and forcible declara- 
tions on the political situation which 
cannot fail to attract national atten- 
tion. 
Briefly speaking, Mr. Williams 


said that his political influence will be 
thrown against a bolt in the Chicago 
convention if a silver 
platform is 


adopted. 
Mr. Williams says he is 


willing to take his chances with free 
silver coinage. The tariff he declared 
will cut only a small figure in the 
campaign. 


To Flaca Blackburn In Nomination. 


Louisville, July 3.—John S. Shea of 


Russellville, Ky., will place Senator 
Blackburn in nomination at Chicago. 
He will leave for Chicago to-morrow. 


Seized Olonoeiter Fishing Schooner 


Halifax, X. S.. July 3.—The Evening 


Echo says the evidence so far taken in 
the case of the seized Gloucester fish- 
ing schooner Frederick Geering, jr., is 
considered to be largely in favor of the 
defense, and if she escapes condemna- 
tion there is no doubt the owners of 
the vessel will present to the Dominion 
government a heavy bill for damages. 


A Buy conrt ei jvppeatl. 


Albany, July 3.—The court of ap- 


peals will not exhaust its present cal- 
endar before December 31. The calen- 
dar hits been under consideration by 
the court for a period of nearly two 
years during which time fully 1,300 
cases have been heard. A new calen- 
dar which will be taken up after Janu- 
ary 1, 1697, will contain in the neigh- 
borhood of 1.900 cases and will proba- 
bly consume the attention of the court 
for about two years.

Cleveland, O., July B. —Bloodshed 


•gain marked the trouble at the Brown 
hoisting works last evening. One man 
was shot dead by a non-union man 
who had attempted to leave the works 
on his bioycl* and wai attacked by a 
portion of the mob. The polio* man- 
aged to rescue him and the polioe de- 
tail was beselged in a shop and had 
great difficulty in preventing the lynch- 
ing of their prisoner. 
Finally a call 


for troops was made and two of the 
four companies under q,rms were hur- 
ried to the scene. 
After their arrival 


the prisoner was loaded into a patrol 
wagon and about 7:30 locked up In the 
Central police station. 


on tha Crowd. 


WILL BOLT THE TICKET. 


The troops remained on guard and 


for a long timo a sullen mob of at least 
10,000 men remained about the premi- 
ses. Shortly before the hour of quit- 
ting several strikers marched up to the 
Brown works with a big banner on 
which was written in big blank type, 
'Brown's scabs," At 1:30 the work- 
men were marshaled into line and the 
police force formed the usual hol- 
low square. Capt. English gave the 
word, the gates were opened and the 
workmen surrounded by 150 policemen 
with clubs in hand, marched out. Th* 
crowd gave way and the procession 
moved up Hamilton street to Case on 
the way to the St. Clair street cars. 
The crowd followed as on Wednesday 
evening, yelling "scab" and made a 
lively 
demonstration. 
Contrary to 


what the mayor declared would be 
done, the police allowed the mob to 
follow up Hamilton street. The officers 
marched steadily forward to Case, up 
Windsor to Wilson avenue. 
At the 


Fourth precinct station, near Euclid 
a halt was made and the workmen sent 
into the station. 
Then the police 


formed again across the street. At this 
time the following party was a denae 
black crowd reaching far down Wilson 
avenue. Suddenly the word "charge" 
was heard and the police sprang for- 
ward like a shot out of a gun. In a 
moment they were upon the vanguard 
of the crowd. The latter were dumb- 
founded. 


Clubbed by tha Polio*. 


There was a waver and then all 


turned and fled. But they were too 
late to escape punishment. The batons 
of the police were falling like hail on 
the heads of the men. The crowd was 
panic str a ten. Two cars blocked the 
way north of Wilson avenue and the 
men, women and children were packed 
together in a tight mass, yelling and 
shrieking. One part broke away and 
ran down the Cleveland & Pittsbnrg 
track close at hand. Another went 
south on Wilson. Men were lying un- 
conscious on the streets or crawling 
around in a vain attempt to rise to 
their feet. 
The police dividing into 


squads charged after each 
of 
the 


crowd, determined to inflict punish- 
ment severe and unrelenting. 
This 


lasted for several minutes and then re- 
turning squads of policemen began to 
gather up unconscious men and others 
who were staggering around M ft re- 
sult of severe blows. 


Shot by a Scientific Student. 


The man shot near the works at the 


Beginning of the trouble was William 
Rettger, aged 19, a brother of the base- 
ball pitcher, formerly with Cleveland, 
now in the Milwaukee team. The 
trouble was Started by an attack made 
by the mob on one of the students of a 
scientific school in this city. Ten of 
the students have been working at the 
hoisting works for some time, making 
a practical study of certain meohanical 
work. Up to yesterday they have 
waited until the non-ulon workmen 
had been escorted away and then went 
home unmolested. Yesterday after- 
noon one of them, A. G. Saunders, 19 
years old, left on his wheel as usual. 
He was assailed with cries of "Scab I" 
and stones were thrown at him. When 
he had reached a poi»t about a block 
away he was struck on the head by a 
stone and a great gash was cut 
He 


fell from the bicycle and the mob 
howled "Kill the scab," and made a 
rush for him. As he rose he drew a 
revolver and shot Bettger through tha 
heart.

Brown works witnessed the shooting 
and, 
charging down the street, res-
